Kansas City served as host for the Regional Council of the 
Central States District on February 20 and 21. Following 
is a brief summary of the business discussed: 


The possibility of forming splinter chapters within the 
region, of which there are several, and all the related 
problems was discussed. A resolution “that any decision 
to form sub-organizational units within an established 
Chapter shall be vested within the jurisdiction of the 
Chapter” was adopted. 


The council voted to lease for ten years the vocational 
guidance film “Your Career in Architecture.” This film 
will be available to all chapters in the area. 


The proposed School of Architecture at the University of 
Missouri was discussed and a resolution was adopted, 
reading “to give support where it can to determine the 
feasibility and otherwise help to promote and establish 
a School of Architecture at the University of Missouri, 
equal to the highest standard of such schools in the 
Central States Region.” 


Under the new format of the Journal, a regional reporter 
will be required. It was decided that the reporter in this 
region should be the Regional Chairman of the Public 
Relations Committee. 


It was decided that the Regional Council would recom- 
mend Oswald H. Thorson, of lowa, as Regional Chairman 
of the National Committee on Chapter Affairs. 


In addition to the Chapter Presidents pictured at left, the 
following Chapter representatives were present: Wayne 
R. Lyon, Paul S. Skiles (lowa), Heil C. Pettit (Kansas), 
Selmer A. Solheim (Nebraska), Joe E. Smay (Oklahoma), 
Raymond R. Burns (St. Louis), Frank Grimaldi (Kansas City). 


The Council was also honored by a visit from Phil Will. 
The Kansas City Chapter extends its most sincere appre- 
ciation to the Regional Council for taking time from their 
busy schedules to make this meeting such a success. 


FOURTH ANNUAL 


ARCHITECTS’ CONFERENCE 
University of Kansas Feb. 13-14 


You were missed * at the FOURTH ANNUAL ARCHI- 
TECTS’ CONFERENCE, February 13th and 14th at Kansas 
University. The theme this year was “Industrial Forces 
and the Architect.” 

Mr. Stuart Parry Walsh, Director of Industrial Planning As- 
sociates, San Francisco, illustrated the procedure in pre- 
paring the Industrial Management Survey and spoke of 
the acute need for wise zoning of industrial areas on a 
long-range basis. 

Mr. A. W. Zimmer, A. W. Zimmer and Com- 
pany, Kansas City, presented quite realistically the cold 
facts of industrial buildings from the real estate point of 
view, 

Mr. John Sticher, Director of the Kansas In- 
dustrial Development Commission, very ably presented 
the activities of the Commission in channeling industry 
into Kansas. 

Mr. Edward X. Tuttle of Giffels & Vallet, Inc., 

& L. Rossetti, Detroit, presented the role of the Architect 
in this highly specialized field (a synopsis of his talk will 
appear later in SKYLINES). 
Lloyd Roark summarized the conference by calling par- 
ticular attention to the underlying statement that each 
panelist made in their discussion, as follows: Mr. Sticher 
told us that cities must and are organizing their efforts 
to preserve or advance their communities; Walsh pointed 
out what Industrial management and their consultants 
have to consider in the study of plant locations; Mr. 
Zimmer reminded us that Industrial plants are conceived 
and born For Profit, and therefore must be based on cold 
business financing fact; and finally Mr. Tuttle, the Archi- 
tect-Panelist, has pleaded that our position as Architects 
in this highly complicated building type be a strong one. 
The community has a very great need for the Architects’ 
assistance in solving the vast industrial zoning and 
planning problems. The Architect must equip himself 
with a greater knowledge of the vocabulary of industry 
and to take the initiative in showing industry the value 
of far-sighted professional assistance such as only he can 
give. The various elements of our society affected by this 
building type are going to accomplish this goal of in- 
dustrial expansion with or without the Architect. Our 
challenge then is to not let this occur by default. 


“The profits or deficits of the Conference are split 
50% K. U. University Extension, 25% Kansas 
City Chapter AIA, and 25% Kansas Chapter AIA. 
In past, the conference made profits in 1954 
and 1955 and a deficit in 1956. This year the 
deficit was approximately $300.00, thus making 
the loss to the Kansas City Chapter $75.00 (the 
amount of only 3 enrollments). Let's give our 
full support to the Conference next year! 


The following statement was made by two K. U. 
students who sat in on the conference as guests 
of the AIA: 


“A student architect has a difficult time under- 
standing the realities that exist. After attending 
the industrial conference the tensions of society 
became apparent when architect, real estate 
agent, and state industrial promotional director 
came together, explaining these tensions created 
by the profit motive and the human being. 


The role of the architect appeared overwhelm- 
ing as speakers discussed the needed leadership 
in zoning practices which would stabilize the 
cities’ growth. Industrial expansion, it was said, 
is inseparable with community and regional 
planning. Therefore an enlightened public is 
needed to promote industrial growth. 


The architect can be seen as a Master Builder 
if he is prepared for the challenge.

FEBRUARY CHAPTER MEETING 


At the February meeting, RALPH RAPSON, gave an informal and 
beautifully illustrated slide presentation of his work and philoso- 
phy of design, including Eastgate apartments, and U. S. Embassy 
buildings in Stockholm, Copenhagen, Paris, and LeHavre. There 
was a marked continuity of design between his earliest houses 
and his latest designs with one exception—color dehydration. 
Mr. Rapson feels that more and more it is apparent to him “that 
a building should be a neutral, permanent background for the 
exhibition of the human personalities within.” It was a rather 
unfortunate program scheduling which cut his talk short in order 
to catch his train. 


Also at the February meeting the film YOUR CAREER IN 
ARCHITECTURE, produced by the Weyerhauser Company, was 
shown. This will be available for use through the Public Relations 
Committee and is an excellent, unbiased picture of the profession 
for showing at the High School level. 


It was nice to see DICK NICHOLS of Springfield at the meet- 
ing and among guests were: FRANK McNETT, GEORGE BEAL 
(K.U.), W. ALVA FRY and JOE E. SMAY (Oklahoma), EMMIT 
INGRAM (Perkins & Will), RAY BALES, and ART SIU.

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ANNOUNCEMENT OF THE 
1957 CRAFTSMANSHIP 
AWARDS PROGRAM 


In connection with the 1957 Honor Awards Program for 
architectural achievement, there will be awards to crafts- 
men who have produced outstanding examples of crafts- 
manship in connection with building construction during 
the years 1954, 1955 and 1956. This program is specifi- 
cally for building trades craftsmen and not for sculptors, 
artists, interior designers, etc., working in the allied arts. 
Nominations for this award will be accepted for any 
craftsman in the geographical jurisdiction of the Kansas 
City Chapter of the A.I.A., which encompasses the 
Western half of Missouri, and Johnson and Wyandotte 
Counties of Kansas. 


Nominations for craftsmanship awards will be made by 
letter. Nominations may be submitted by any architect, 
contractor, labor organization or craftsman within the 
above geographical limits. Letters of nomination will con- 


tain the following information as a minimum: 


(1) Name, address, telephone number and trade 


classification of the nominee. 


(2) Sufficient information concerning the loca- 
tion of the building detail upon which the 
nomination is based so that it can easily 
be found by the jury. 


(3) Name, address and telephone number of 
the owner of the building. 
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(4) Name, address and telephone number of 
the person making the nomination, 


(5) Name, address and telephone number of 
the architect. 


(6) Any other supporting data such as draw- 
ings, pictures, detailed descriptions, etc., 
which will assist the jury in reaching a 
decision will be welcomed, but is not man- 
datory. 


Nominations will be reviewed by a jury composed of 
architects of the Kansas City Chapter of The American 
Institute of Architects. All letters of nomination must be 
delivered to the office of Hewitt & Royer, Architects 
and Engineers, 707 Westport Road, Kansas City 11, 
Missouri, not later than 5:00 P.M., Friday, March 29, 1957. 
Certificates of Award will be made to the successful 
nominees at the Annual Awards Banquet of the Kansas 
City Chapter of the A.I.A. on April 16, 1957.
